The narrow strip of land and islands from Mogadishu south to Zanzibar, Kilwa and 
Mozambique forms the setting of these articles. Making full use of numismatic and 
archaeological evidence to supplement the often scanty and questionable written sources, Dr 
Freeman-Grenville traces the network of routes which linked this coast with the wider world 
of the Indian Ocean. These led north, from Roman times at least, to Arabia, Iran and Egypt, 
east to India and eventually to China — even perhaps Australia — and, after the arrival of the 
Portuguese in 1498, south round the Cape of Good Hope to Europe and the Americas.

The theme unifying the articles in this collection of Professor Ayalon’s work is that of the 
impact on the Islamic world of‘Outsiders’, people from beyond that world who entered and 
settled within it, and became themselves part of it. This excludes, therefore, those who may 
have conquered Muslim lands but remained outside that world, for instance the Crusaders. 
This impact, the author argues, was profound, felt in all areas — religious, social and 
economic, as well as military — and proved a determinant in shaping the course of the history 
of Islam. The focus here is, in particular, on the Mamluk institution, an institution of 
fundamental importance in Islam’s military struggle with Christianity. The author’s 
investigation of the influence of these Outsiders, however, leads also to a detailed study of the 
origins of the eunuchs in the Islamic world—from Africa to the steppes of Russia — and so to 
the vexed question of the saqaliba; similarly, he provides a radical re-assessment of the law 
code of the Mongols, the Great Yasa of Chingiz Khan, and its significance in the Mamluk 
sultanate of Egypt.

Professor Bryer is concerned in this volume with the survival, development and interaction in 
general of those Anatolian and Caucasian peoples who once formed part of the Byzantine 
world then became, till this century, subjects of the Ottoman Empire. In particular his interest 
lies in the area of the Pontos and the Empire of Trebizond, and with the relations between 
Greeks and Turks. These themes are explored in a first group of articles from the standpoint 
of the written and oral sources, and from a religious angle especially in the concluding studies 
of the Orthodox Church and crypto-Christianity. Other articles deal with dynastic strife 
amongst the rulers of Trebizond and examine the structure of towns, settlements and material 
culture, showing the extent of continuity between the Byzantine and Ottoman periods.

The purpose of these articles is to contribute to our understanding of the explosive rise of 
Islam in the 7th century and its background. Their principal aim is to examine the political 
and religious forces that acted upon the peoples amongst whom Islam was born, in Arabia 
and in the desert lands to its north. At the same time they constitute a study of the Arab 
component, and that of other Semitic peoples, in the world of Late Antiquity. In the 6th 
century the dominant power in the Near East was the Byzantine Empire, and its political 
influence marched hand in hand with the spread of Christianity. Yet, as well as the differing 
branches of the Christian Church, other religious influences were at work too, both pagan and 
Jewish.

The present collection of Professor Constable’s articles centers on religious life and thought in 
11th—12th century Europe, Western Europe in particular, though the scope broadens, for 
example, when dealing with the Crusades. The author’s method is to take a particular topic or 
episode, and to see how this actually worked and what people at the time thought about it — 
and whether or not this corresponded with what they actually did. The principal theme is the 
history of monasticism (and the various forms this took) at a time when it was undergoing a 
period of far-reaching renewal and expansion.

Without denying the real importance of the more ‘traditional’ tasks of a historian of ideas or 
scholar of literature — the edition of a text and research into its sources and influence — 
Professor Flint’s objective has been to look sideways from the texts, so into the society to 
which their authors belonged. Her conviction is that no text, and so no idea to which it gave 
flight, can be properly understood unless it is placed firmly within its immediate historical 
context, including, of course, consideration of the patrons who bore the expense of producing 
such works. Within this framework, the author’s attention is directed above all at the 
‘Christian propaganda’ — the messages a pastor strove to impart — of the 11th—12th 
centuries, and the reactions discernable within these to Judaism and, even more, — evident 
even in scientific treatises — to the continued vitality of pagan beliefs and superstitions.

In the history of medicine from the Roman Empire up to the Renaissance the figure of Galen 
is pre-eminent; a study of his works and their influence is therefore crucial to any proper 
understanding of the subject.

This book deals with the art of the Eastern Orthodox Church, and the development of 
themes that are current in its church decoration to this day. The author has approached 
Byzantine art from an iconographical viewpoint rather than the usual stylistic or aesthetic 
one. He demonstrates that structuralist and semiological methods of analysis can be effectively 
employed in the study of art history, and can help to determine the Church’s conception of 
its place and role in society. 

Christopher Walter begins with a detailed examination of the significance of the bishop in 
Byzantine art, and of the depiction of church rituals. He shows that bishops came to occupy 
a central position as the representatives of the terrestrial Church, and how, from the 11th 
century, the religious art of Byzantium became increasingly influenced by the liturgy, with 
the Eucharist as its focal point. This evolution, he argues, reflects a growing assertion of the 
Church’s independence from the secular powers, a factor which contributed to its survival, 
and the survival of its art, after the destruction of the Byzantine Empire. 

The illustrated repertory of iconographical symbols and scenes, and the detailed indexes will 
provide an invaluable tool for further research in this field.
